If the Secretary Has Be«n Correctly Re- 


ported by tile FxeflH—The Knights oi 
tabor Leader Gives Hie Veralon of Re- 
cent Conference!* on the EIngraTing and 
Printing Bureau Dispute—Gompers Ar- 
rires at Washington and Has a Confer- 
ence with the Secretary. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 3.—A statement 


relative to the controversy over the em- 
ployment of the plat* printers dropped 
from the rolls of the bureau of printing and 
engraving at Washington has been issued 
by General Master Workman Powderly. 
These plate printers are Knights of Labor 
and were discharged for insubordination 
and other causes, some time ago. Since 
then the knights have been hard at work 
to have them reinstated, with poor suc- 
cess ap to a few weeks ago, when it was 
threatened that if they were not given 
work the fight would be carried into the 
Ohio campaign and the knights massed 
against McKinley. Since then there have 
been numerous conferences, the last one 
being reported in "these dispatches from 
Washington, in which an agreement was 
nearly arrived at when a committee of the 
Federation of Labor demanded a confer- 
ence. 


Postponed the Matter. 


The demand of the federation men 


caused a hitch because they claimed that 
the repl £ing of the knights would dis- 
place federation men. who were on the 
waiting list, and Secretary Foster was 
represented as saying that the two labor 
organizations must settle their own dis- 
pute before he took further action. A dis- 
patch yesterday from Washington says: 
"President Gompers and Secretary Evans, 
of the Federation of Labor, arrived from 
New York this afternoon and had a confer- 
ence 
with 
Secretary 
Foster 
in 


relation to the troubles in the bu 
re»uot engraving and printing. These 
gentlemen formally protested against the 
injustice of showing any favoritism to a 
particular class of plate printers. 
Mr. 


Gompers did not express any objection to 
the secretary's action in ignoring the past 
records of the seven discharged Knights 
of Labor. 


Wanti the Bales Strictly Enforced. 
"But he insisted that it would be unfair 


to give those men any preference over oth- 
ers occupying places as chance printers 
and applicants for presses. President 
Gompers claims that the rules governing 
the employment of plate printers should 
be strictly observed. During a general 
talk with the secretary over affairs at the 
bureau, Mr Gompers expressed great con- 
fidence in tbe fairness and ability of CoL 
~lferedith. chief of the bureau of engraving 
and printing, and will, in a few days, and 
by letter, express his views as stated to 
the secretary." 


Statement of Powderly. 


Powderly prefaces his statement with 


the remark that none of the general offi- 
cers of the knights has said anything to 
the press on the subject of the plate print- 
ers, having purposely refrained from say- 
ing or doing anything that would embar- 
rass the administration. He then pro- 
ceeds: "But I feel that the statements 
charged to the secretary of the treasury 
demand some recognition and denial, since 
they are entirely and unqualifiedly false 
He has stated, so it is alleged, and he has 
not denied it, that the plate printers' 
trouble was not the subject of discussion 
at the meeting held at Mansfield between 
Senator Sherman, Major McKinley and 
himself. That matter was discussed at 
Mansfield, a settlement advised, and I 
hold the proofs over the signature of Ma- 
jor McKinley himself. 


The Conference at Washington. 


"On his return to Washington the sec- 


retary of the treasury wired the general 
worthy foreman of this organization, Mr. 
Cavanagh, to come to Washington that 
the matter could be settled. The general 
worthy foreman complied with the re- 
quest, and or June 30 Messrs. Devlin and 
Cavanagh called at the treasury depart- 
ment, saw Mr. Foster, and concluded an 
agreement to restore the discharged men 
to their places; he even went so far as to 
write to one of them asking him to advise 
him whether he wished to be re-employed. 
Thnt letter embodied the agreement en- 
tered into 
It is written in his own hand 


and over his own signature. We hold that 
letter as proof of wh.it we say 
Mr. Dev- 


lin made the memorandum of the terms 
on which the agreement was based, and on 
the strength of which he wrote the letter. 


Terms of rhe Agreement. 


"The terms are as follows: First, that 


the seven men who have been dismissed 
from the rolls in the plate printing depart- 
ment shall be restored to their former 
places, or places of equal importance and 
pay, and that they shall be treated with 
the same consideration as other plate 
printers by the chief and his assistants in 
the bureau; that four of them shall be re- 
stored within ten days, and the balance 
within two weeks from this date. The 
foregoing was approved by Mr. Foster, 
secretary of the treasury, and Mr. Mere- 
dith, chief of the bureau of engraving and 
printing. It was stated by Mr. Meredith 
that the agreement could be carried out 
without the displacement of any men in 
the department. 


The Federation Demands a Hearing. 
'•These deliberations were concluded and 


those present congratulating themselves 
upon the happy termination of the diffi- 
culty, when a committee of plate printers 
were called into the secretary's chamber 
by Mr. Meredith. The card which an- 
nounced their arrival bore this inscrip- 
tion: 'A delegation from the Gompers 
Federation ( f Labor desires to be heard 
before an agreement is arrived at with the 
Knights of Labor.' These men had been 
called away from their machines at 11 
o'clock that day, just as soon as it became 
known that Mr. Cavanagh bad arranged 
with the secretary of the treasury for an 
interview 


A Charge of Itad Fnlth. 


"They were drilled by Mr. Meredith as 


to their speech and conduct while deliber- 
ating with the secre tary, but the instruc- 
tions were not complete, for Mr. Meredith 
forgot to tell them the name of the or- 
ganization they were supposed to repre- 
sent before the secretary, and they gave 
the name of an association that does not 
and never did exibt. After a short inter- 
view with this committee tbe secretary 
turned to Mr. Devlin, and.snotchiugsome 
papers from his hand, said: 'If there is 
to be a - 


plied: 'If there is to be a fight I guess w> 
can do a little of that ourselves.' 


Corn-lulled to Consult Gompen. 


"Mr. Devlin then called his attention U 


the fact that he had concluded an agree- 
ment to settle the matter; that in that 
agreement no man, whether Knight oi 
Labor or member of the federation, w« 
to be discriminated against; but the secre- 
tary of the treasury stated that he would 
have to send for Mr. Gompers before he 
could arrive at a further understanding ot 
the case. The advisers of Mr. Foster have 
influenced him < to so act 
a& to give 


the controversy such a coloring as to 
create the impression that it is a struggle 
between labor organizations. Snch is not 
the case. We have no fight, quarrel, 01 
dispute with any labor organization, and 
this contest will not be so regarded by the 
general officers of the Knights ot Ijabor. 
Mr. Foster has an undoubted right to con- 
sult Mr. Gompers if he pleases, but th« 
fact still remains that none of the men in 
volved belong to any organization but tha 
Knights of Labor."

Frightful Result of the Collision. 


When tbe collision occurred those it

They at once did all they could 
to stay tbe flamec and rescue the im- 
perilled. 


Corpses Horribly Burned. 


But before this was done nineteen peo- 


were sacrificed, that many bodies being 
taken out afterward.

of these 


mangled 
corpses were blackened and 


burned in a manner sickening to look 
upon, some of them being roasted into un- 
recognizable masses. As the work of tak- 
ing out the bodies progressed the full CK- 
tent of the calamity dawned upon the 
workers from the tow n and those of the 
passengers who had escaped alive. By 
daylight nineteen bodies had been carried 
out. Those wounded to a considerable 
extent numbered twenty-three.

others were bruised and scratched; in fact, 
nearly everybody on the train was hurt to 
some extent.

I was not warned 
in time and could not see the lights on the 
rear of the passenger owing to the dark- 
ness and fog. 
I reversed the lever as 


quickly as possible, and with the fireman, 
jumped from the train, sustaining severe 
fracture of the right hand."

What the Nlcene Creed Affirms. 


"The affirmations of the Nicene creed 


form the only bounded belief of the clergy 
of our church. 
What, then, does this 


creed affirm' It affirms, first of all, as its 
fundamental verities, the essential, the 
universal truth of religion in all landsand 
aftes, the truth up into which every noble 
religion of antiquity reached—in the per- 
sons of iU saints and sages, if not of its 
plain people—God and immortality. Our 
creed affirms further the church belief 
concerning the great historic facts of 
Christianity, the birth of Christ of the 
Virgin Mary, his crucifixion, his death 
and burial, his ascension into heaven, his 
sitting on the right hand of the Father, 
and his coming to judge the quick and 
the dead, together with the one Catholic 
and Apostolic church which has grown 
around him. with his baptism for the re- 
mission of sins. 


Disloyalty to the Chorch. 


"It reaffirms also a belief in the doctrine 


of the trinity 
and the incarnation of 


Christ. For a clergyman to deny any of 
these affirmations of our creed is to be 
disloyal to the church. To accept as the 
church's teachings upon a minor matter 
what his own individual mind fails to 
affirm is an attitude which can not be 
charged with disloyalty, and which should 
incur no taint of insincerity if, in his in- 
structions to his people, he clears his own 
position on that point. Accepting the 
creed on this wise, each one must inter- 
pret it in such manner as he can, making 
out of it what his own knowledge and 
thought and 
experience 
enables him 


to do." 


A Toke of Creed Superstition. 


Further on he says: "Most of our 


churc-hes are toiling under a yoke of creed 
superstition, which, though their fathers 
may have been able to hear it. the children 
surely are not. To be loyal to the truth 
that is working in our generation on every 
hand thoughtful men in these churches 
find themselves constrained to be scarcely 
disloyal to their tyrannous creeds. Faith 
and reason stand thus over against each 
other in their eouls in hostility which 
wrenches their nature apart into a fatal 
schism. 
Hearts 
warmly human 
are 


crushed by the monstrous beliefs which 
are natural to tlie age of the torture cham- 
ber and the inquisition, and the jails that 
were earthly hells, but v»hich now seem 
blasphemous.

"The Calvanistic churches were stricken

forth doubt. Creeds are creating unbe- 
lief. The intellect and the conscience are 
in revolt against the authonty of despotic 
confessions of faith.
